TliB military correspondent of tlie Lon- 
don Daily Neivs, at Donf^ula, hasreeelvod 
from Rdsii Penugo, a (Jruek iiionchant of 
Khartoum, n Uiirrative nf the f:ill of tliat 
city and of Gordon's death, which ditfeiH 
from any yet yiveii totho world. Of this 
Greek the correapoiidoiil says: "Another 
'voice' from Khartotnn i.s heard — a Greek 
who vruB made to wear the Mahdi'u uni- 
form, and in this ooBtmna vrttlkeddown to 
Berber, no man forbiddiiiir him Ho then 
resolved to uacapo alt(JtJ!ethur, and tlum 
hia troubles connnBiicfd. Uc had no 
money, but begged hia way from villatte 
to village. Sometimea hu wa.s hunteil and 
had to hide away; at othora he vvn.s made 
to work n« a captured alavu by men who 
knew hini to be a Greek. At leiif^th, af- 
ter a period of twoiity-oinlit diiya from 
Berber, ho reached Ahoudom, where sua- 
poctecl first as a apy, he wa.i made prisoner, 
^e \yaa then sent down by Uolonel liutler 
fo petieral Bullep, and arrived at Donijoln 
last J^&turday. tlis very disjointed atory 
I will givo you in his own wordo, trana- 
lated for nie by the Greek interpreter of 
the transport department. I will be ob- 
served that he etnphatiually deolares that 
Gordon waa killed in and not outside the 
palace." 

Gordon only wont about the town on 
Friday. Stewart used to live in tho old 
houae in the square that General Hicka 
livod in when ho Gr.st arrived. No one 
lived in it when I left, nor did any one 
live in the palaco. Tho stench ia too 
great. There nro dead bodiea in it; none 
wore cleared away. Gordon's Coptic 
clarks were killed and left there, A fear- 
ful Btonch of putrid corpses pervades the 
whole atiiioaphere of Khartoum. Tho 
houae you dwelt in with other oflicer.s, 
over tho poatoffice, wlioru lire tlio dntw- 
jnj^a on tjio walla — your dinin;^ aaloon — 
tfii^t now preseiita a huiribU; ai^^iit. It ia 
gifeiyn \f\\h corpses. ]'\>r, you reinem- 
ber, there was a guard thtere over stores. 
The guard fan from tho [jate after closing' 
it up to your dininj^-rnoiii. They were all 
niasaaerod there. That poor old man, 
tho Italian postmaHtor, waa aiain below 
Had we, the Europoiina, aupposed that 
this treachery was goinj; to take place wo 
should have formed ourselves into a corps 
for aolf-defense, i^a it- waa, we bad all 
agreed, and Gordon" cdiiaented, to hold 
out five days luore, and then to Jump 
into tho steainOr iMontniah and run tho 
gauntlet down tho river. It waa kept ; 
ready for this purpose. 

WA^T OF PK0VI.SIONS. I 

"Do you know that Gordon used to I 
Bend oil' hundreds of letters, hut theae j 
were always taken to tho IVlahdif Peo- 
ple used to come to him, volunteorinir tu ! 
take letters, and Gordon, believing in i 
them, would give tiiem guod baek.sheeah. 
^^tewart uaod yenerally to bo at a battery 
l]e oj-epted cloao by tho kln.sk wlioru the 
t)i}nd played. The rebeh, kiioiviiig Gor - 
don livod in tho palaue, used to lire at it 
^|1 day long, and Steiyart wui;ld re|)ly to 
tjjenj. Qordon had sand bags piled upon 
the roof, and from this ho was watchipg 
day and night for the arrival of the Eng- 
lish. J think he novor slept, liy ni^^lit 
he uaod to send up rocket.s. You ask mo 
about the aliopa and iiiuuazinea on the 
promeiiadu over the Blue .Nile. Oonlon 
had all these cleared out for the English, 
who nBver arrived. We were starving. 
Qordon had ' some biscuit and flour, I bo- 
liovo, in the palace. Sonio Europeans ate 
grass and cut down |)alm» to u.xtract tho 
pith from them. Tho iOgyptian!) and 
blacks ate anything they could qet hold of 
— camels, donkeys (I have known a don- 
key's tail sell for §80), dogs, cats, rats. 
We wota entirely surrounded for three 
'months. 

"The Engliali conld have come up with 
great ea.se. If one Knelishmian had shown, 
tho whole population would have cheered 
up out of its doapoiidency. Natives out- 
bide, who were starving, too, would have 
joined ua, and I holiovo the Mahdi's forces 



would have molted away. Perhaps you 
] would have had one .fight more. As for 
' Berber, that waa weak, you could 
1 have taken it easily. I don't think (here 
I wore more than 2000 men there when 
I Khartoum was taken. 

I DANOEK OK THK STEAMKItS. 

1 "The Steamers arrived at llalfay I 
I saw them about one mile and a half from 
' Khartoum. They turned back directly, 
1 but I say that— if they had oome on thfii 
' every man would have been destroyed. 
I Tho soldiers pointed thuin out to mo joer- 
; ingly. 'Thero are your Koi^lish !' they 
cried. lint I must go back. 8to^vart 
I used to place fauyas-si^a all around the 
i town. He took tho tops of carl ridj;o;) and 
filled them with nra'tchu-i, ho titled to the 
f^jne that any one walking on ihoin would 
I explode them. Gordon often wanted to 
I go on board tho steamers himself, but the 
I inhabitants would not let him; his life 
' was considered far tco precinos to ri.sk. 
' "When the steamer appi-naclo'il a u'rcal 
cry arose through the tnwii. "Tlii! Ivi- 
; glish are coming ! tho lOnglish are cooi- 
i.ing !' The rebels took their rillo.i and 
commenced to fire nt-them. 'Hal' aaul a 
I man to me, 'look at thorn; llu-y caiiunt 
save yoH.' It may have bt-oii ariMii^cil to 
I deliver up the city jii.Ht liefurc thi' llii!,'li>li 
came. 1 don't know; hut this I k'liow -if 
I you had comu tlirno day.s or two days 
I sooner you would have taken Kliartnuiii 
I easily. Farig moved away the tronpi 
' guarding tho gate that was entered flic 
j night before, and to(A- tlif-ni lo the nfhcr 
I aide of tho t<iwn on .some prclcuHc or 
other. Gordon did not kiiuw tin.-i, nnr 
ditl any ono, 1 think, e.\copt tho troopH 
themselves. We Idurnpuuiirt kni'w thorc 
were traitors, but we did not think they 
could do anything, or, as I said before, 
we should have formed ourselves into a 
I band.

"Hoomlbooml boom! w.i.s the .Sdiind 
that greeted us from dawji U> suiiaot. Wo 
wore sad, sorrowful and depres.sed. I'nwor 
was in the magazine in the church, guard 
ing and looking- after tho ammunition. 
Yoil say you know nil I am tolling you 
V>n you know that a wnmnn (Uico i.'nt in 
and nearly aucci>ciiod in bli^wini; up .-ill 
the aniinonition ? She was m:I/,.\1, but 
after a while (ior<liiii reloaded her. I 
u.sed to sit in my shop all day near ilm 
barracks selling colt'oe. All spiritunus 
liuuor waa gone. We used to sit all day 
gambling and playing cards We had 
tobacco. There were f'Uty two of us and 
ten .lows. Soiiie c f ua had I'ur Wianeii 
witll us — Crock woin(Mi — that we had 
brought with us, but licit all. Uuz/i uacil 
to no and come with incsaages from ami 
lo Gordon. Gordon said if he came again 
he Would bang biiii After that he came 
no more. And now the day arrived that 
was to separate husband from wife, broth- 
er fr(ui! sister, and parent from child 
Tho streets were soon to run with blociil. 
I was not at my house. 1 waa with aonie 
Greeks (eight in all) near tho moaciue, 
when we heart! a hidooua uproar aa of 
men shouting and yelling, and of women 
wailing around about on all sides. Near- 
er and nearer did this long-continued 
roiir approach, swelling as it were and 
now bursting close on our eais. Men 
with frightful gashes on their faces and 
limbs camo Hying by, and towards ua wo- 
men with torn garmenta and di.sheveled 
hair, shrieking, soreeching, 'Jt^au (Jhristo!' 
I shall not forgel that horrible din tr) the 
day of my death. 'Wo are lust! We are 
lost!' wo crictl. 'The place i.s taken'' I'ut 
no one would toll us e.vactly what w.ia thi) 
matter. We ran up to tho top of the 
Hioaque'and saw that the town was yiven 
up to massacru and bloodshed. We laii 
to a house, barricaded tho doora and win- 
dows, wont up stairs, shut ourselves iutu 
a room and determined lu-ver tn surrcn- 
dor, but die like Gieeks, for we, iniioiful 
of our ancestors, tight to the last. Thus 
it was when imr fathers were Burrouiided 
by Turks; wo are a bravo nation. llovv 
wo escaped 1 will tell you.

"But listen, I pray you. Have yi>u imt 
asked mo where Gordon Pasha was slain ! 
Yon say everybody has said he was either 
killed on the courtyard stiqia of the palnce, 
or outside izoiiig to tliu Austrian conanl H 
hou.so. They all lie ' An .-\r;ib ru.siied 
up-stiiirs and shot him with ii i;un aa lie 
was reading the Bible. .-Vnother .-Vrab 
cut oU' his head and put it on a spear, 
and so wont forth into thejcity, carrying 
it ipit) brandishing it on high. The Gopts 
in the palace, in the rooms below, were 
slaughtort'd at the aame time. 

"Tho Arabs came pouring in. Tiiey 
slew every man they couUI lind. Xo 
mercy was shown to any ono. 'I'hero was 
no resistance. I don't think a hundred 
abuts were fir&d by Egyptians m- blacks. 
Men ran in and shut theinaelvei op in 
houaea; b'lt tho doors were l)ur.-!l npioi 
and spearing, cuttiiii; anil .sla.'iliiiig went 
on bravely in tho sti-iiela, in tlu^ market 
square and in the bazars. It was a hor- 
rible scene, this ba/.ar, afterward. .1 
went through it. Gay curtains, crimson- 
colored and orange-atripod, goldefi-eilged, 
satins, silks and muslins lay smeared and 
splashed with blood. lOverytliiiig waa 
upset and strovvn about and trauipli'd on. 
Everywhere was the wildest disorder. 
You know how narrow it wa.s and Imw il 
wiiid.c. Ouv. corner was so full of corpses 
and dying that we could not get by. I 
had my hands tied and \ fell several 
times in tho road; slippery with 
blood. The havoc went on till eight 
o'clock. Then Maboniel .Achmet sent 
over word from Omdurman that .Vllali 
had revealed to him that the slaiiglitur 
muat cease. We were told thin. It waa 
aliouted about the streets, and tlio.so that 
were still hidden wore bidden to oome 
forth. Of forty. two Greeks only eight 
escaped. There were liMi Jews; these 
were killed, I think, (iordon'.s head I 
saw on a apear. It was taken over to Oin- 
durniait and shown to Mahomet Achniet. 
It was laid Doforo him. A grim savage 
amilo passed over his faco. Ho gazed long 
at the countenance of his late enoiiiy. 
'God be praised !' he crieil, 'can this be 
his ?" lie did not express anger at Gor- 
don's death, as you say has been re|H)rted 
— he made merry at hia death when it was 
told him. The head was then borne away, 
and men plucked tho hairs out of his 
head and beard and spat in bis face. His 
body was out up into littlo pieci's, 'lliis 
was hia end ! I omitted lo any that Gor- 
don wrote to tho Mahdi saying hu iniglil 
be viceroy of Kordofaii . The iMahdi re- 
plied: 'I am sent by God to be king of 



all,' and invited him to uiirreiider. Gor- 
don replied in inaulting terms, saying bo 
was a false Mahdi, and that ho (Gordon) 
would never surrender to him. 

\VU.\r IIKCA.MK OK rUK WO.MKN. 

"The Oopt women were taken to n place 
culled Bouai. Thuy were allowed to go in 
and out of ihoir house as they pleased, 
and one by one they gut claimed aa brides. 
'I'liey went out to look for husbanda, and 
whon they found ono suitable they wore 
allowed K) kavo as they liked. But the 
Greeks and all tho women fn fact were put 
in a room, and the dervishes, and ohief 
leaders picked from among them whom 
they would. This was at Omdurman. 
The Greeks, including! myself, were dressed 
tn the iMabdi's uniform and t(dd that from 
henceforth wo were Mussulmans, but wo 
were not circumcised. Wo were liberated 
and were given two dollars each, a month- 
ly ullowttnce. Now, when we hoard that 
our women were taken over to Omdurman 
and divided among I ho dervishes, we pi o- 
ci'otli'd there and cr.ivcd an interview 
Willi the Mahdi. It wa.s allowed Wu had 
to lake off .jur slioea, and when within the 
inner circle- -abiait a iinartor of a square 
mile— we were made to crawl toward him 
on our knee". Every one has to approach 
him thus. Wo addressed him thus: 'Kill 
us, wo lieseecli thee; it is as well. Your 
di rviahes and great men have carried oil 
our wives, sisters mid daughters, and 
life is no more valuo to us. Slay us.' 
'riioriuipou tlie Maluli took |iity on our 
forlorn condition and ordured our women 
to ho raturiied to us. 'Uo each one was 
hia wife, sister or relation returned. Those 
who had lo.Ht their hu.sbands were also re- 
turned lo lis to tnko cut! of lis, and also 
Dr. Geoigiii neiiietrio's daughter whom 
you asked after, and vvhose sister is mar- 
ried ill Cairo. Slie was very pretty. Poor 
girl ! she waa lovely. Vos; she was 
led oU' at Hrat aa a > slave, but 
we got her back, and the niiiia, too. Two 
prie.^ts were killed. The niiiia lived with 
u.s ( i reeks. .Mile Uenielrio is iopw mar- 
ried to a Greuk. Tlio daughter of poor 
Klein, llio tailor, was carried oil' as a 
slaio when her fatluu- waa killed. Among 
the wiiite women only the Greeks and the 
nuns were roooverod. There wore Egyp- 
tian Turkish women carried ofl', but the 
.\1 ihui deo'.ared that thoao whoso hus 
hands wore still ullvo shuuld be returned 
t') llicui.

WELL SAID. 

The Wiuiiipeg Muuituban niakoo the

If the object of the (iazette was 
to rectify prevailing; abuses it could have 
accomplished the end in view without 
defilin}? its pages with audi abominable 
atufl'. " The (Junadian A niericau saya : The 
Pall Mall tia/.etlu has yiven us tho sen- 
sation of the day and eaijpiid the climax 
of its work in tiie direction of startlin"; 
news. Its circulation has been running 
down for some time and a "big hit" was 
needed to !„'ive the institution a new lease 
of life. No i)er3ons"l)Ut tho most verdant 
will ijivo Mr. Stead credit for very worthy 
motives in his exposure of the vicious 
habits of sensual Londoners. Ilo liad his 
hand on tho pulse of tho circahitini,' de- 
partnnent of hia paper, found it alow and 
weak and went in where jounialistio 
nngela fear to tread, well knowing that it 
would make tho (Iazette tho attraction 
with thoBu >vho iloliijht in aalaeioua reail- 
ing of tho sort prtnUiciMl. A once-(,'reat 
paper has resorted to (jui'er nieaaures to 
escape annihilation, it will live in liia- 
tor; as the Police Gazette of England ."

WiNmPisa, July 13. — The clanging of 
fire bells at 9 o'clock thts morning appris- 
ed tho citizens that Middlotoii and troops 
were within siglit of Selkirk, and an hour 
later a special train with nionibers of the 
city council, lieut. -governor .Mkens, 
membora of the provincial goveiiiment 
and prouiinont citiuona was on ila way to 
Selkirk to welcome the troops and escort 
them to Winnipeg.

Two British torpedo boats, the first that 
have ever boon in San Francisco, arrived 
here at o'clock on Thursday evening, ac- 
companied by the British war frigate Sat- 
ellite. The torpedo boats were run over 
to thu 11 irth of the old Oakland ferry 
landing and anchored there. Thoy were 
aunt there to be aa free aa possible from 
obsorvatiuii, and the report was quietly 
spread along tho wator front, doubtless 
to niialead sight -seers, that tho boats had 
goiio over to Richardson's bay, opposite 
Saucolito. The ell'ort ty keep away the 
curi(nia succeeded, for, with tile exceptic n 
of a Chronicle reporter, who boarded tho 
boats through the exercise of a litllo strat- 
egy, thoro was not a stranger on the two 
boats yesterday." The torpedo boats wore 
built in England for tho government of 
Chile and sent to Valparaiso in sections. 
The boats were there succeaafully put to- 
gether and tried, when tho growing :\.n- 
glo-Russiaii troiibhis made tho British 
govenimoiit anxious for just two auoh 
boats for Iho defence of Victoria, B.C., 
and to generally defend the Pacilic coast 
line of Britiah Columbia from any little 
attention the Russian fleet might feel in- 
clined to pay in tho near future. The two 
Chilian tiu-pedo bnata were thought of. 
England made a liberal ofl'er for thoni, 
which Chile accepted, and two com- 
manders and two engineers wore immedi- 
ately sent out to take charge of the pur- 
chases and got them with all possible 
speed to Victoria. T'lio boats were re- 
named the Swift and the Sure, and a call 
waa made for volunteers from the crowa of 
British war ships in Pacilic coast porta for 
men to man the little craft for tho haz- 
ardous voyage. The voyage promised 
not only danger but n.pyelty — two recom- 
mendations to the average ^aok— aiid22 



volunteers were speedily secured and sent 
to Valparaiao. The lion. h.. E. Bethel, 
who commands tho Swift, and Lieutenant 
Clark, who .ooinmandB the Sure, had al- 
ready arrived, and when the crows, 11 for 
each boat, reported for duty tho long trip 
to Victoria, or more accurately to Es<|ui- 
malt, was begun without any consort. A

The spued 
trial record of tho Swift ia 21 ', knots per 
hour; of tho Sure, 10 knots. When tlii y 
are under full headway the Hieins of the 
boats are entirely buried under water and 
tho bows are almost out of wator. As 
Ihey lio at aiiehor tho sterns draw six 
feet, although the screw wheel is two feel 
below the line of the ki.'cl. The arr.ingc!- 
nient of the screw is also unusual, in be- 
ing placed astern of the rudiler insload of 
between the rudder and hull, as in other 
screw steamers. The biMits have "turtle " 
backi, the surface nf which, aa aeon a( a 
diataiKH', 13 broicen l\v two short smuke- 
atack-i, a single ahni'l .-|iai', well f^irwaid, 
and a ventihilor pipe. The bulla, only 
four feut out of wator, are painted a doll 
lead color a'onvti tire water line and red 
beneath, and altogether In.ik as mu<'b 
unlike a terrible engine of deal motion as 
I it IS possible to iinagiiiu a boat to oe made 
to look.

It was a desire lo iiiake a closer inspec- 
tion of the liltle craft u hicli induced a 
Chronicle reporter, in tho guise of a fish-

The lirsi opening forward I'f 
tho stern, which is made in the uigar- 
sliaped top, is to the I'ompaiiioii w.iy lead- 
ing to the cabin. Tile cumpaii iuii way , 
liko every mher upi-nin^; fur ingrcsa ^.r 
egi;ess, IS niipplied with .i liingeil c iver uf 
Steel, so that when all aro closed it would 
appear to be a matter of entire indilhu- 
enco whether the boat was running on her 
keel or her deck. The cabin, which is 
occu|iied by the conunander ami engineer, 
is about ten feet long, has a narri'w'liert h 
on each side ami a iiairow taule in the 
oonter. ji'oriiard of the c.ibiu ia an ex- 
tra coal-bunker, whore .-ibout iiiio! tuna 
can be stored. This buukiir waa oiiui- 
nally intended to be pari of the cabin,- 
and a small one tun bunker tvas the only 
storage for coal; but whoii tho long voyage 
of tlioii'iviids of mill's was deteriniiio<l 
upon, tthen ooalni;; stations were soiue'- 
tiniea 70O iniloa apart, more coal atur;ige 
room was needed, and the cabin waaahurn 
of its vestagu, Korward of this hunker ia 
the engine room. In that iho pow-erful 
tittle tiprisht, compound engine, which 
turns the screw wheel 450 revolutions a 
mitnite, is cluaely packed, witii another 
little engine which niiiii a [.in f'-r voiiti 
latiiui and fur arlilici.vl dr.iught for the 
boilers. Next forward alung the tube is 
tho single boiler and lire bo.x, and next to 
those the small coal bunker, h'.irward of 
that is II narrow space, with tile usual 
SOUttlo-liUo opeiiiiiL', for cleaning the liuil- 
ers, and fm'w-ard uf tlmt ag liii la the fore- 
castle and steering room The wheeh-imaii 
ataiida up in the fomciatle, a buwl like cap 
of ateel, bulging up fruin the ili-ck givim; 
space forhialiead. This cap n cut wi!h .i 
narrow slit, through which the wheelsnmn 
can look when running for an eneiiij-'a 
ship; at other timos he ateera liy lliu ceiii- 
pass. Forward of the fiu'ecaaile is an air- 
tight cuinparlmeiit, running clear forward 
to the ram, and the whole bow of tho 
oraft could bo carried away without danger 
from water lo the rest of tho boat. Tho 
ram, a steel "hem" of tho two sides of Ihe 
boat, is only inteiidcil as a uieaio-. of attack 
against other torpedo boats. The sides ul 
the boat aro of vt^ry tiiiii .Htu'.-I, thru 
which a machine gun, audi aa tlii' t i. it ling, 
hut pf a pattern which lirea steel liulleU, 
vrill penetrate.

The cap over llie wheelman's head is 
tho only part of llus boal iniprognable 
even to steaj rilio bullela Ijrod from the 
machine guns, such us all men-of-war 
carry for oloao work and the reception of 
boarders. Of course a ball from even ii 
Binall oaiinuii wuiiM crush t'nruugh oitber 
of tho torpedo boats aa a pistol bullet 
through an egg shell, yet the little craft 
are thought to run very slight danger in 
an iitlauk. Cuniiiig at a man-of-war, end 
on, and at the ralu uf twenty miles an 
hour, it would recpiire a degree of accur- 
acy in liring a cannon which the gunners 
aro not expected lo ponsess, in order to 
hit the slender rushing object. The pre- 
sent means of .-ittack puaaessed by the 
Swift and Sure is very simple. It ia to 
attach n torpedo' to the end of a long spar, 
dash at a ship, plunge tho spar, which is 
over the bow and pointed ahead, under 
water just before the ship i.s reached, ex- 
plode the torpi'.do by eleclricity or by the 
concussion, and gracefully retire. The 
boat, in making tho attack, dues nut have 
to slow up before reaching the target, but 
keopa at full speed until juat before reach- 
ing it. Then a rudder in the bow is 
dropped at right angle to tin; line of the 
keel, t'l.e engine is stopped at tho same 
time, ami tho boat, its progreaa impeded 
by the resistance of the rudder "all 
aback," stops almost instantly. 'I'Jio tor- 
pedo is fired, tho bow rutldor by a simple 
action ia connected with the steering 
gear, and the boat backs oil' at full speed, 
using the bow rudder for aleeriiig. When 
the Swift and Suru roach Esiiiiimalt the 
now compruased-air syateni of torpedo tir- 
ing will be anbstitiited fur the "apar" sys- 
tem.

they will plunge merrily along under wa- 
tor for sixty yarda, when comprewed air, 
applied 111 thu torpedo itself, will give 
them another impetus to the aide of the 
ship, where they will explode. Moan- 
time tho boat will have backed out of dan- 
ger and watched results. The Swift and 
Sure will bo stationed at Victoria, and 
two more will be sent out from London to 
be stationed at some southern port. The 
boats left Coquimbo, Chile, May 25th, 
aiiU steamed up the coast unescorted as 
far as Esmeralda bay, stopping several 
tiinea for coal . Thoy reached Callao on 
the IJrd of .lane and had to remain thoro 
four days tor repi.ira to t he Sure. .-Vfter 
having traveled about 2000 miles alone, 
they were escorted by Her Jlajesly'a ship 
Pelicaji from Esmeralda bay to La Union, 
whore the Satellite met them and escorted 
them to this city, and will continue as es- 
cort to Victoria. Tho little marine cigars 
liaii a rough time during a part of the 
voyiigo. h'or throe daya at a time noth- 
iiu; waa oooki^d aboard, because nothing 
cunld be. Water washed them fore and 
:tlt in great waves, and no one could ven- 
ture on deck. The galley is a dilapidated 
cook-stove on deck, and most of the time 
uiiwarmed "tinned" meat and ship's bis- 
cuit coiisiiluted the bill of fare. Still, it 
has lieen ilemonstratiHl that those stool 
t ubes can navigate tho ocean, and that 
being settled, it is possible that tho Unit 
od Slates may buy a job lot and distrib- 
ute thi-m for coast defence purposes, pos- 
sibly in time sending one to this port.
